There is an arresting paragraph in one 
of the editorial 
articles 
pubished in the 
New York Times 
upon 
the 
occasion of 
[Woodrow Wilson’s death. It touches upon 
a fact too often obscured and forgotten, a 
fact which thousands of Mr. Wilson’s bit­ 
terest critics 
have 
never 
grasped, but 
which is of the utmost importance to any 
true or adequate conception of the part 
that Wilson played. Says the Times: 
“It is no exaggeration to think of 
Mr. Wilson as the 
champion 
of the 
order under which 
western civiliza­ 
tion had lived for centuries and under 
which it is 
destined to go on living. 
That order had been faced with a ter­ 
rible indictment in the form of a war 
which cost nearly ten million lives and 
restroyed more than half the world's 
».ccumulated wealth. 
A system that 
failed to take hostages against a repe­ 
tition of the 
horror would, 
indeed, 
stand condemned in the court of life 
and morals. 
If western civilization, 
as we know it, could not evolve out of 
its own resources a safeguard for 
peace, then there was really no ans­ 
wer to the bolshevist challenge.

“In the first place, I am not sending

because 
General Pershing has 
said that he does not want him, and 
in the second place, General Persh­ 
ing’s disinclination 
to have General 
Wood sent over is only too well found- 
ed. 
Wherever

there is controversy 
and 
conflict of 
judgment. 
On this side of the water 
we can take 
care 
of things of that 
sort, because the fighting is not being 
done here, but it would be fatal to let 
it go on at or 
anywhere 
near 
the 
front.” 
It must be remembered in this connec­ 
tion that when General Pershing was call­ 
ed upon to take command of the overseas 
forces he was given supreme authority 
there and was assured by 
the 
president 
that no officer would 
be sent to him to 
whom he objected. 
And he did object to 
General Wood. 
This will settle once and for all a ques­ 
tion out of which the foes and critics of Mr. 
Wilson have 
made 
considerable capital. 
The letter does more than that, however. 
It reveals again the courage of the writer 
and the strength of 
his 
character. 
He 
might easily and justifiably have let Gen­ 
eral Pershing bear the whole responsibility 
for a decision sure to stir wrath. 
He does 
nothing of the sort in his letter. He makes 
known Pershing’s stand, of course, as he 
is bound to do, but he is at pains to de­ 
clare his conviction that Pershing is right. 
The Wood-Wilson episode is cleared up not 
only conclusively, but also in a way thor­ 
oughly satisfactory to Mr. Wilson’s admir­ 
ers.

How about the price? 
The price of any commodity is high or low 
by comparison. 
The farmer believes the things 
he buys are high because some of the things he 
sells are low. 
It is but natural for him to com­ 
plain about tho price of implements which he 
needs in the operation of his farm, rather than 
about the many other commodities and luxuries 
he purchases with tho money earned by his farm 
machines. 
He does not know that if the average-size 
binder that harvests his crop was priced on a 
pound for pound basis with the average kitchen 
range, it would cost him $350—and that would 
not take into account the complexity of the bin­ 
der and the service that goes with IL 
If it were 
priced like the world’s cheapest car, the binder 
would cost the farmer $430. 
A 5-foot mower at 
lawn mower prices would cost $174. 
The hay 
loader, priced pound for pound with the churn, 
would cost $203. 


The Farm Equipment Industry has suffered se­ 
verely from losses during the past three years. 


While w*e regret the losses sustained by the 
farmer, he is not the only one w’ho has suffered. 
The farm equipment manufacturer has also lost 
money. 
His volume of sales in 1922 was 53 
per cent less than his sales in 1920, w’hile tho 
farmers’ sales of all farm products for the crop 
year 1922-23 wer only IS per cent less than in 
the crop year 1920-21. 
The fact Is that the implement industry has 
suffered severely from losses during the past 
few vears. 
Twenty of the leading companies 
during the years 1921 and 1922 sustained a net 
loss of over $50,000,000, and some concerns have 
fared even worse in proportion. 


Only a small part of the farmer’s income goes 
to pay for his equipment. 


Farm ers do not pay much to the implement 
man. 
Only 3H cents of every dollar the Amer­ 
ican farmer received from the sale of all farm 
products in the crop year 1922-23 went to the 
tarm equipment industry, not for implements 
alone, but for tractor and power farming machin­ 
ery. silos, barn and dairy equipment, vehicles, 
stump pullers, windmills, 
pumps, 
incubators, 
cider mills, beekeepers* supplies, etc. Even these 
few cents the industry did not keep. 
Approxi­ 
mately 80 per cent of all money received by the 
manufacturer from the farmer for farm machines 
was paid to labor—not to workers in the imple­ 
ment factories alone, but in the steel mills, the 
mines, the forests, and in the railroads. 
These 
workers and their families return much of this 
money to the farmer for his products. 


Only 
a 
small 
part 
of the farmer's operating 
expense is chargeable to his implements. 


A few generations ago practically 90 per 
cent of our population worked the farms to feed 
themselves and the IO per cent in the cities. 
Today 30 per cent raise food enough for them­ 
selves and the 70 per cent in the cities. 
Yet 
farm machines, which make all this possible 
and which have brought to the farm all the good 
things of life, can be charged with only 4 to 8 
per cent of the total yearly farming expense. 
The farm machinery industry, the most basic 
of all, and directly responsible for farm wealth, 
holds a very modest position in proportion with 
its usefulness. 
Farm machines have taken com­ 
paratively few of the farmer s dollars, but these 
have created the wealth which makes radio sets, 
electric lights, automobiles, pianos, and educa­ 
tion possible on the farm. 


Implement prices are not high. 


Implement prices are low compared with 
prices asked for other commodiyes the farmer 
buys; low compared writh the increased cost of 
materials and labor entering into them; and low* 
considering the amount of money they save a 
farmer today as compared with pre-war days. 


Do you know that the price of oak lumber 
is three times as high as it was in 1914, that pole 
stock is 2Va times as high as in 1914, pine crat­ 
ing twice as high, steel bars 2 1-5 times, soft 
center plow steel and cold rolled steel twice as 
high, pig iron 1^4 times, coke 2 2-3 times, cotton 
duck 2 1-5 tim*s as high? 
In addition to these 
increases in material costs, the very important 
item of labor has more than doubled since 1914. 
Over and above these increases in labor and 
material costs, a considerable increase In freight 
rates has had to be added to the price the farm­ 
er pays, not only on the finished product that 
the dealer delivers to him, but on the coal, the 
ore, the limestone, steel, lumber, etc., that enter 
into the finished machine.

Do you not know that in a race 
the runners all compete, but only 
one wins the prize? That is the way 
you must run, so as to win.

So that is the way I run, un­ 
swervingly. Thlat is the way I fight 
not punching the air.

For if a woman will not wear a veil 
let her cut off her hair too. 
But if 
it is a disgrace for a woman to have 
her hair cut off or her head shaved, 
let her wear a veil. For a man ought 
not to wear anything on his head, for 
he is the image of God and reflects 
his glory; while woman Is the reflec­ 
tion of man’s glory. 
For man was 
not made from woman, but woman 
from man, and man was not created 
for woman, but woman was for man. 
That is why sheought to wear on her 
head something 
to symbolize 
her 
subjection out of 
respect 
to 
the 
angels if to nobody else. But in union 
with theLord, woman is not indepen­ 
dent of man nor man of woman. For 
just as woman was made from man, 
man is born of woman, and both like 
everything else really come from 
God. Judge for yourself. 
Is it pro­ 
per for a woman to offer prayer to 
God with nothing on her head? Does 
not nature itself teach you that for 
a man to wear his hair lo^g is de­ 
grading, but a woman’s long hair is 
her pride? For hair is given lier as 
a covering. 
But if anyone is dis­ 
posed to be contentious about it, I 
for my part recognize no oth *r prac­ 
tice In worship than this, and neither 
do the churches of God. 
But while I am on this subject, I 
cannot approve of your meetings, be­ 
cause they are doing you more harm 
than good. 
For, in the first place, 
when you meet as a congregation. I 
hear that you divide into sets, and 
in a measure I believe it. Doubtless 
there must he parties among you, if 
those who are right are recognized 
among you. So when you hold your 
meetings it, is not the Lord’s Supper 
that you eat, for each of you hurries 
to get his own supper and eat it, 
and one goes hungry while another 
gets drunk. 
Have you no houses to 
eat and drink in? Or do you mean 
to show your 
contempt 
for 
the 
church of God, and 
to 
humiliate 
those who have none? What can I 
say to you? Can I approve of you? 
Not in this matter certainly. 
For 
I myself received from the Lord the 
account that I passed on to you, that 
the Lord Jesus the night he was be­ 
trayed took some bread and gave 
thanks for it and then broke it in 
pieces, saying, “This 
is 
my 
body 
which takes your place. 
Do this in 
memory 
of 
me.” 
Ho 
took 
the 
cup, 
after 
supper, 
in 
the 
same 
way, 
saying, 
“This 
cup 
is the new agreement 
ratified 
by 
my blood. 
Whenever you drink it, 
do so in memory of me.” For until 
the Lord comes back, every time you 
eat this bread and drink from the 
cup. you proclaim his death. Hence 
anyone who eats the bread or drinks 
from the Lord’s cup in a way that Is 
unworthy of it will be guilty of pro­ 
faning the body and the blood of the 
Lord. A man should examine himself 
and only w hen he has done so should 
he eat any of the bread or drink 
from the cup. 
For anyone who eats 
and drinks, eats and drinks a judg­ 
ment upon himself if he does not 
recognize the body. 
This is why- 
many of you are sick and ill and a 
number have fallen asleep. 
But lf 
we recognized our 
condition, 
we 
would not incur this Judgment. 
But 
since we do incur It, we are discip­ 
lined by the Lord, so that we may 
not be condemned along 
with 
the 
world. 
So, my brothers, when you 
comes together to eat walt for onfe an 
other, lf anyone is hungry, let him 
eat at home. so that your meetings 
may not bring down a judgment up­ 
on you. The detail I will settle when 
I come. 
About spiritual gifts, brothers. I 
do not want you to be misinformed. 
You know that when you were heath­ 
en you would stray off, as iinpluse 


directed, to idols 
that 
could 
not 
speak. 
Therefore, I must tell you 
that no pne who is speaking under 
the influence of the Spirit of 
God 
ever, ‘'Curs© Jesus!” and 
on on# 
can say, “Jesus is Lord”* without be* 
ing under tho influence of the holy 
Spirit. 
Endowments vary*, but the Spirit la 
the same, and forms of service vary, 
but it is the same Lord who Is ser­ 
ved. and activities vary, but God who 
produces them all In us all 
is 
the 
same. 
Each one is given his spirit­ 
ual illumination for the common 
good. One man receives through the 
Spirit the pow*er to speak wisely, an­ 
other, by the same Spirit, receives 
the power to express knowledge, an­ 
other, from his union with the same 
Spirit receives faith, another, by one 
and the same Spirit, the ability to 
cure the sick, another, the working 
of wonders, another, inspiration In 
preaching, the power of distinguish­ 
ing the true Spirit from false ones, 
another, various ecstatic ritterances 
and another, the ability to explain 
them. 
These are all produced by one and 
the same Spirit, and apportioned to 
each of us just as the Spirit chooses. 
For just as the body is one and yet 
has many parts, and all the parts of 
the body, many as they are, form one 
body, so it is with Christ. 
For we 
have all—Jews or Greeks, slaves or 
free men—been 
baptized 
in 
one 
spirit to form one bodg*. and we have 
all been saturated with one Spirit For 
the body does not consist of one 
part but of many. 
If the foot says, 
“As I am not a hand, I am not a 
part of the body,” that does not 
make it any less a part of the body. 
And if the ear says. "As I am not an 
eye I am not a part of the body” 
that doas not make it 
less * jjgft 
of the body. 
If all # e body were 
eye, how would we hear? If it were 
all ear, how could w*e have a sense 
of smell? As it Is, God has arranged 
the parts, every one of them in the 
body as he wished them to be. 
If 
they were all one part, where would 
the body be? As 
it is, 
there 
are 
many parts, but one body. The eye 
cannot say to the hand, “I do not 
need you,” or the head to the feet, 
“I do not need you.” 
On the con­ 
trary, the parts of the body that ar# 
considered most delicate are indis­ 
pensable, and the parts of it that we 
think common, we dress with esce- 
cial care, ar I 
our 
unpresentable 
parts 
receif 
especial 
attention 
which our presentable parts do not 
need. God has n adjusted the body 
and given such ^special distinction 
to its inferior parts that there is no 
clash in the body, but its parts all 
alike care for one another. 
If one 
part suffer, all the parts share Its 
sufferings. If a part has honor done 
It, all the parts enjoy it too. 
Now 
you are Christ’s body, aud indivi­ 
dually parts of it. 
And God has 
placed people in the church, first as 
apostles, second as inspired preach­ 
ers, third os teachers, then wonder­ 
workers; then come ability to cure 
the sick, 
helpfulness, 
administra­ 
tion, ecstatic speaking. Is every one 
an apostle? 
Is everyon an inspired 
preasher? Is everyone a teacher? Is 
everyone a wonder-worker? Is every­ 
one * * Ie to cure the s; 
\ 
? Can every­ 
one speak ecstatically? Can every* 
or-' explain what it means? But you 
must cultivate the higher endow- 
ments.

Here there is no temp­ 
tation for them to taste food not 
good for them, for it is not seen or 
desired and there is no compromise 
between what they ought t«* have 
and what they want.

sturdy, healthy youngsters. Not so 
many American families follow this 
custom because of indifference, but 
more because of necessity, 
In homes where they cannot be 
fed alone and properly they are too 
often allowed to eat at the family 
table where they usually cry and 
get what they cry for, for the sake 
of peace and at the sacrifice of 
health, manners and morals. 
There are ways where meals may 
be simplified so that the children 
may be served at the same time 
without harm. 
One may restrict 
the diet of the adults to conform to 
the food needed for the children, 
having dinner at noon or letting Hie 
little people have a simple supper 
by themselves earlier In the evening 
than the dinner hour. 
Children under five years of age 
should bo given food easy of diges­ 
tion. avoiding rich food of all kinds, 
pastries aud cakes, except sponge. 
No rich puddings or sauces and 
very tittle meat and that at long in­ 
tervals. 
Fortunately the child who has not 
•been pampered and is in good health 
does not desire a variety of food. 
Good cooked cereals, toast, eggs, 
plenty of milk and fresh 
fruits, 
stewed prunes, orange ju k e every 
day with potatoes cooked in various 
ways and chicken once in a while, 
will be enough variety for any nor­ 
mal child. 
One must remember that a grow­ 
ing child needs plenty of food, to 
build the body and supply heat and 
nergy, toe*, for his active body.

000,000 which ought to have gone to the 
ex-service wards of the government was 
dissipated by waste and graft.

private interests for a song? 
The scandal 
of these transactions has never yet been 
fully exposed. Nor has a move been made 
to protect the government from the blun­ 
ders. 
President Coolidge promises to see that 
the wrong of the oil leases is righted and 
the guilty punished. 
But we have as yet 
nothing but a promise. 
He still retains in 
his cabinet and in the service of the gov­

JAPAN DISPLEASED 
OVER LOAN TERMS 


By the Areolated Presa. 
TORIO, Feb. 13.—The wave of dis­ 
satisfaction and criticism that swept 
through the financial and newspaper 
circles here after announcement of 
the 
terms

reconstruction 
loans floated in New York and Lon­ 
don continue unabated.

The book of Joshua, from which our 
lesson is taken, Is a history of the con­ 
quest of the Promised Land and its 
apportionment among the tribes of Is­ 
rael.

During the wil­ 
derness journey he was Moses’ mini^ 
ter and captain of his army. 
When 
Moses 
was denied the privilege of 
going over the Jordan. Joshua was ap­ 
pointed to the leadership of Israel 
Moses, the representative of the law, 
brought 
Israel 
to 
the 
borders 
of 
Canaan. 
Joshua was the man chosen 
to lead the people Into the place of 
rest. 
The name, “Joshua”, has the 
same derivation as the name “Jesus”. 
I. Joshua’s Call (Josh. I:I, 2). 
Moses was dead, but God’s work 
must go on. 
The work was continued 
by calling Joshua to take It up. Joshua, 
no doubt, was sorrowful over the loss 
of his master, but there was now no 
time for mourning. 
II. God Renews Hit Promise of tho 
Land to Israel (Josh. 1:3, 4). 
This promise had been given to 
Abraham and renewed to Isaac, Jacob 
and Moses. 
It Is now renewed to Is­ 
rael when they are about to enter 
upon Its possession. 
The borders of 
the land were “from the wilderness 
md this Lebanon even unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates, all the land 
of the Hittltes and unto the great sea 
toward the going down of the sun” (▼. 
I). The nearest It was ever possessed 
was during the reigns of David and 
Solomon, 
though 
not 
then 
fully 
realized. 
This land still belongs to 
the Jews and In God’s own time they 
shall possess it. 
Their possession of 
this land was due entirely to them­ 
selves. God promised them that wher- 
tvcr their feet set upon the land, It 
was theirs. 
If they failed to secure 
possession, It was because they failed 
to claim It. 
III. 
God’a 
Presence 
Promlatd 
ta 
Joshua (Josh. 1:5). 
Joshua was entering upon a perilous 
md difficult enterprise, but the Lord 
Mild, as He was with Mosses so He 
would be vlth him. The difficulties be­ 
fore him were: 
1. The Jordan River (r. 2). 
This 
river was now’ at Its flood (Josh. 8: 
15), making It impossible for armies to 
cross. 
2. The People Were Living In Walled 
Cities (Num. 13:38). Notwithstanding 
this. God is ready to insure success. 
(I) “I will not fall thee, nor forsake 
thee” (v. 5). 
(2) “There shall not 
any man be able to stand before thee ’ 
(v. 5). (3) “As I was with Moses, so 
will I be with thee.” Joshua had been 
with 
Moses throughout 
their 
forty 
rears’ experience, from the Egyptian 
deliverance to the time of his death. 
Because he believed that God was with 
Ms master, he was willing and ready 
to cross Jordan at Its flood and cour­ 
te o u sly meet the enemies on the 
other side. 
IV. Conditions of Biestings in th# 
Land (Josh. I :G9). 
1. “Be Strong and of Good Courage” 
(v. 8). 
His mission was to go In and 
divide the land among the tribes for 
an Inheritance. 
It required strength 
and courage to do this. 
2. 
Unwavering Obedience 
to the 
Word of God (v. 7). 
In a land of 
idolatry It required much courage to 
be true to God. Prosperity and success 
are 
conditioned 
upon 
unswerving 
obedience to God’s commands- 
In all 
Ms work he most conform his life to 
the law of God. 
To pass from the 
path outlined therein would bring dis­ 
aster and min. In order to accomplish 
this, the law of the Lord must be in 
bls mouth continually. 
He was to 
meditate therein day and night. Joshua 
rendered prompt obedience. He did not 
atap to cavil, but at once gate orders 
for the march. 
God made the plan 
abd gave the directions. 
V. Joshua’* Retrospect (Josh. 3:1-3). 
Aa his life wa* now drawing to a 
close, be summoned the people and 
rulers to give some farewell counsels. 
1. Rehearse* God’* Goodness (v. I). 
God had given rest unto Israel from 
all their enemies.
